William Francis Haywood and Amanda Elizabeth Phillips 


William Francis Haywood was born on the 14th of July 1849 in St. 
Francisville, Clark county, Missouri most likely on the family farm in 
Des Moines township near St. Francisville. He was a lifelong farmer. 
William Francis died the 7th of December 1924 in Eldon, Wapello 
county, Iowa. He was buried in the Eldon city cemetery next to his wife, 
Amanda Elizabeth Phillips.! 

William Francis spent his youth on the family farm in Des Moines 
township. The northern border of the township in Clark county was 
adjacent to the Des Moines River. Clark county was in the northeast 
corner of Missouri and west of Keokuk, Lee county, Iowa. According to 
the US 1850, 1860, and 1870 censuses? William Francis lived on the 
family farm until his marriage to Amanda Elizabeth Phillips on the 19th 
of July 1879 at Clark county, Missouri.? The US 1850 to 1870 censuses 
also indicated that he attended school and could read and write. By the 
US 1880 census he no longer lived on the family farm but farmed nearby 
with his wife.* At this point in their family history, William Francis and 
Amanda began a journey from Clark county, Missouri across the Des 
Moines River to Lee county Iowa, back to Clark county then back across 
the Des Moines River to Bonaparte in Van Buren county, Iowa. They 
finally settled further up-river in northeast Davis county, Iowa. Their 
entire family journey was spent farming near the Des Moines River 
valley. The family continued farming and raising livestock until 1910 
when they retired and moved to nearby Eldon, Wapello county, Iowa.> 
William Francis last appeared on the US 1920 census in Eldon as a 
retired farmer.’ He died four years later in 1924 at Eldon. 

Amanda Elizabeth Phillips (Philips) was born on the 12th of 
December 1859 in Clark county, Missouri. She died on the 26th of 
March 1936 at Eldon, Wapello county, Iowa.® She was buried in the 
Eldon city cemetery next to her husband. Amanda's youth was spent in 
northeastern Missouri in Putnam and Clark counties as well as 
southeastern Iowa in Lee county. An explanatory note on Amanda's 
birth location is needed.’ On the US 1860 census the Phillips family was 
enumerated in Putnam county, Missouri and most likely moved to Clark 


county, Missouri sometime before they appeared on the US 1870 
census.!° Although records indicated that Amanda was born in Clark 
county, she may well have been born in Putnam county. This may be the 
case since the family was on the US 1860 census in Putnam and she was 
born in 1859. 

Amanda's father, Thomas Jefferson Phillips, was a farmer in 
Missouri. Census records indicated Amanda attended school and could 
read and write. Amanda Elizabeth Phillips appeared to have married 
A.L. Moor (possibly MOORE) in about 1877-8 when she was 17 or 18 
years of age. However, Mr. Moor probably died (or disappeared) soon 
after the marriage. Amanda then married William Francis Haywood on 
the 19th of July 1879 in Clark county, Missouri.!! The name on the 
marriage license was Mrs. A. L. Moor and stated "widow". She was 19 
years of age when she married William Francis Haywood. If the 
available evidence was correct, Amanda's first child, Nina Elizabeth was 
born about four months after her marriage to William Francis Haywood 
suggesting Mr. Moor, or perhaps Moore, as the biological father of Nina 
Elizabeth. 


Children 


1. Nina Elizabeth Haywood was born on the 21st of November 1879 in 
St. Francisville, Clark county, Missouri and died on the 25th of August 
1962 in Des Moines, Polk county, lowa.!? She was buried at the Eldon, 
Wapello county, lowa cemetery’ She married Thomas Leo Morris 
(1877-1907) in Davis county, Iowa on 28 December 1899.!3 Two 
children were born to this marriage: Gretchen Isabelle Morris (1901- 
1987) and Velda Beatrice Morris (1906-1940).!4 Mr. Morris died in 1907 
and Nina then married Charles Carpenter Ransom (1879-1955) in Van 
Buren county, Iowa on the 25th of December 1910.'5 Two children were 
born to this marriage: Edith Bernice Ransom (1911-1987) and Robert 
Ray Ransom (1914-1976).'¢ 


2. Clara Nettie Haywood was born on the 31st of October 1881 in Clark 
county, Missouri. She died on the 26th of June 1914 in Eldon, Wapello 


county, Iowa and was buried there.!” She married John Arthur Baldwin 
on the 25th of December 1901 in Davis county, Iowa.!® Two children 
were born in this marriage and one reached adulthood, namely, William 
Stanley Baldwin (1903-1982). She died of suicide after an extended 
illness." 


3. Virginia Edith (Virgie) Haywood was born on the 8th of December 
1883 at Vincennes, Lee county, Iowa. She died on the 6th of May 1978 


at Chicago, Cook county, Illinois.?? On September 24th of 1905 Virgie 
married Guy Derr (1885-1962) in Davenport, Scott county, lowa.”! Guy 
was a weaver in carpet manufacturing. One child was born to this 
marriage: Marvin Clark Derr (1911-1973).”* Virgie was buried next to 
Guy Derr in Stickney, Cook county, Illinois. 


4. Isabelle (Belle) Haywood was born on the 10th of November 1885 at 
Clark county, Missouri. She died on the 11th of June 1984 in Des 
Moines, Polk county, Iowa.”? She married Alpha Ross Ramay (1880- 
1956) on November 14th of 1906 in Davis county, Iowa.”4 From this 
marriage three children were born: William Alpha Ramay (1907-1978), 
Claude Haywood Ramay (1909-1966) and Frances Elizabeth Ramay 
(1913-1997).?5 Ross Ramay was employed by the railroad. Belle and her 
husband spent their adult years living in West Des Moines, Iowa. After 
Ross' death Belle spent her 80s and 90s living with her daughter Frances 
in West Des Moines and then Des Moines, Iowa. Both women spent 
many holidays with relatives and in particular with Belle's niece Jeanne 
(Haywood) Blanchard and her family in Des Moines. Belle was buried 
next to Ross Ramay in West Des Moines, Polk county, Iowa. 


5. Rose Blanche Haywood was born on the 8th of January 1888 at 
Bonaparte, Van Buren county, Iowa. She died on the 11th of June 1973 
in Waukegan, Lake county, Illinois.2° She married David Oliver 
Cummins (1885-1941) on the 25th of July 1908 in Davis county, Iowa.’ 
Oliver Cummins was a longtime suitor of Blanche and worked for the 
railroad. To this marriage were born two children: Julia Elizabeth 
Cummins (1912-1959) and Thelma Mae Cummins (1922-1993).?8 Julia 


Elizabeth became a nurse. Blanche spent most of her adult life in Eldon, 
Iowa but her final years were spent living with her daughter Thelma 
(married to Harve Laughlin) and her family in Illinois. She was buried in 
the Eldon, Iowa cemetery next to her husband, David Oliver Cummins. 
Blanche and David Oliver also raised her niece, her brother Otho 
Stanley's daughter. The infant was Jeanne Marie (Blanchard) Haywood, 
the mother of Jay Blanchard, author of the Haywood-Phillips family 
history. 


6. William Thomas (Willie) Haywood was born on the 16th of April 
1890 at Bonaparte, Van Buren county, Iowa. He died on the 8th of 


December 1960 at Ottumwa, Wapello county, Iowa.”? Willie spent most 
of his adult life in Eldon, Iowa. He never married. Willie was, at one- 
time, caretaker of the Eldon city cemetery and was buried there. He was 
a favorite of his nephews and nieces and always had Wrigley's Juicy- 
Fruit gum and candy for them. His home in Eldon had outdoor plumbing 
and a pump handle in the kitchen sink to draw water. 


7. Marvin Maurice (Jake) Haywood was born on the 6th of January 1893 
at Bonaparte, Van Buren county, Iowa. He died on the 23rd of 


November 1980 at Des Moines, Polk county, Iowa.*® He married Mary 
Frances (Marie) Mottet (1892-1978) on the 28th of October 1919 in 
Wapello county, lowa.?! Twins were born to this marriage: Martha 
Louise Haywood (1921-1997) and Elizabeth (Betty) Joan Haywood 
(1921-2003).*? Jake spent most of his adult life in West Des Moines, 
Iowa and was a railroad employee. He was a veteran of World War 1 
and served overseas in France. Jake Haywood was buried next to Betty 
in West Des Moines, Iowa. 


8. Otho Stanley (Toby) Haywood was born on the 15th of July 1894 at 
Bonaparte, Van Buren county, Iowa and died on the 19th of May 1967 
in Des Moines, Polk county, Iowa.*? He was a veteran of World War 1 
and served in France during and after the war. Toby married Marie 
Albertina Nehre (1898-1927) on the 24th of June in 1921 at Ottumwa, 
Wapello county, lowa.*4 Marie was a teacher and school principal in 


Bonaparte, Van Buren county, Iowa prior to her marriage. Marie had 
attended Iowa Wesleyan College and was a pianist as well as vocalist. 
Otho was a salesman. After Marie's marriage to Toby she continued to 
teach school in Ottumwa area schools. One child was born to the 
marriage: Jeanne Marie Haywood (1926-2002). Marie died in 1927 at 
Ottumwa, Wapello county, Iowa.*> The infant child, Jeanne Marie, was 
raised by Toby's sister, Rose Blanche Haywood (married to David 
Oliver Cummins) in Eldon, Iowa.*° Toby did not remarry until 1940. In 
that year Toby married Margaret Helena Seery (1910-1999) and one 
child (Amanda) was born to this marriage but did not survive infancy 
(1945).3” Toby was a housekeeping supervisor at Veterans Hospital in 
Des Moines, Iowa and later Mercy Hospital in Des Moines. Margaret 
was a nurse at Mercy Hospital. Toby and Margaret were close friends 
and neighbors of Toby's niece Edith Bernice Ransom and her husband 
L.D. John Shelly. Edith was the daughter of Nina Elizabeth Haywood, 
Toby's sister. Toby and Margaret are buried at Glendale cemetery in Des 
Moines, Iowa next to their daughter Amanda. 


Paternal and Maternal Haywood and Phillips families 


Paternal 
Parents of William Francis Haywood 


William Henry Haywood and Elizabeth Brown 


William Francis Haywood's father was William Henry Haywood. 
William Henry was born on the 30th of March 1816 in most likely 
Daviss county, Kentucky and died on the 5th of January 1887 at St. 
Francisville, Clark county, Missouri.7® An explanatory note about the 
location of William Henry's birth is needed. William Henry's father 
George Haywood Jr. was on the US census of 1810 in Jefferson county, 
Kentucky and then on the US census of 1820 in Daviess county, 
Kentucky.*? So, William Henry could have been born in either county of 
Kentucky. 

William Henry Haywood spent most of his adult life in the area of 
St. Francisville, Clark county, Missouri. He was a farmer and stockman. 
The St. Francisville area lies alongside the Des Moines River a few 
miles from the river's junction with the Mississippi River---and west of 
Keokuk, Iowa. 

William Francis Haywood's mother was Elizabeth Brown. She was 
likely born in Shenandoah county, Virginia in July of 1814. She died on 
the 3rd of June 1904 in St. Francisville, Clark county, Missouri.*® Both 
William Henry and Elizabeth Brown were buried in Wolf cemetery at 
St. Francisville. As of 2021, the cemetery grounds were not maintained. 
Prior to Elizabeth Brown's marriage to William Henry Haywood, she 
was married to Samuel Alexander Keister (1811-1836).4! The date of the 
marriage was unknown but was before January of 1836 since a daughter 
was born on the 31st of January 1836 in Virginia. The daughter's name 
was Catherine Caroline Keister. The young family likely lived in 
Strasburg, Shenandoah county, Virginia. Samuel Keister's family could 
have been one of the many German families common at the time in 


eastern Virginia. As noted, Samuel and Elizabeth had one child, 
Catherine Caroline Keister (1836-1914), Samuel must have died before 
or just after his daughter's birth.*? Ultimately, Elizabeth and her daughter 
Catherine ended up in Lewis county, Missouri where Elizabeth met and 
married William Henry Haywood on the 23rd of May 1843 in Lewis 
county, Missouri.* Elizabeth's daughter, Catherine Caroline Keister, 
was raised with the Haywood-Brown family and kept the Keister 
surname in adulthood. Catherine Keister married twice, first to William 
Marks (1831-1862), and then to Thomas Sprigg (1834-1901). Five 
children were born to the Marks marriage and two more children to the 
Sprigg marriage. 


Family of William Henry Haywood and Elizabeth Brown 
William Henry and Elizabeth had seven children including 
William Francis and all survived to adulthood. 


1. Lewis Lynn Haywood (1844-1924) was born the 11th of March 1844 
in Clark county, Missouri. Lewis married twice. First to Delia Mackerel 
(she died before 8 November of 1874) and then to Lucinda (Lutie) 
Marshall (1854-1926) on the 8th of November 1874. Both marriages 
most likely took place in Clark county, Missouri. One child was born to 
each marriage and there was no record of either child surviving to 
adulthood. Lewis was a farmer, well-educated, and a local violinist. 
Later in life he became the Deputy County Clerk for Clark county, 
Missouri and there are articles in the Clark County Courier (Kahoka, 
Missouri) about Lewis Lynn Haywood.“ 


2. Mary (Nettie) Henrietta Haywood (1846-1930) was born the 8th of 
April 1846 in Clark county, Missouri. Nettie married Bryon Griffith 
(1837-1888) in Clark county, Missouri on the 3rd of July 1867. Bryon 
was a railroad contractor. The couple had one child that reached 
adulthood (Mabel Griffith, 1872-1895). A subsequent marriage by 
Nettie to T.J. Norris was without children.* 


3. Susan Emma Haywood (1848-1941) was born the 7th of January 1848 
in Clark county, Missouri. Susan Emma married John Scovern (1845- 
1923) in Clark county, Missouri on the 10th of November 1870. John 
was a banker. The couple had one child that reached adulthood (May 
Scovern, 1872-1946).*° 


4. William Francis Haywood (1849-1924, see above). 


5. George H. Haywood (1852-1926) was born on the 24th of February 
1852 in Clark county, Missouri. George married Emma Morris (1856- 
1925) in Clark county, Missouri on the 30th of September 1877. The 
couple had three children and all reached adulthood (Lenola Haywood, 
1880-1947; Cora Mae Haywood, 1883-1956; and Margaret Elizabeth 
Haywood (1881-1941).4” George was a farmer. He was also an elected 
judge in Clark county, Missouri. According to one newspaper account, 
he was a well-respected judge and the Clark County Courier (Kahoka, 
Missouri) contained many articles about Judge George Haywood and his 
family. And interesting note, all three of George's daughters are interred 
in the mausoleum at Fairmount cemetery in Denver, Colorado although 
only one of the daughters (Margaret) died in Denver. 


6. Martha Elizabeth Haywood (1853-1937) was born the on the 19th of 
July 1853 in Clark county, Missouri. Martha married Henry Clay 
Campbell (1843-1919) in Clark county, Missouri on the 21st of 
November 1878. Henry was a farmer and the marriage resulted in four 
children and all reached adulthood (Bessie W. Campbell, 1882-1958; 
Roy Haywood Campbell, 1884-1972; Emily Campbell, 1888-1965; and 
Elizabeth Campbell, 1889-1968). 


7. Charles Wesley Haywood (1857-1929) was born on the 13th of 
August 1857 in Clark county, Missouri. Charles was a farmer and 
married Lulu Driscoll (1866-1941) on the 10th of October 1888 in Clark 
county, Missouri with no historical record of children.” 


Paternal Grandparent families 


George Haywood Jr. and Mary Crane Bartlett 

William Francis' paternal grandparents (father and mother of 
William Henry) were George Haywood Jr. (1789-1874)°° and Mary 
Crane Bartlett (1796-1842).*! George was born in Culpepper county, 
Virginia and was a soldier in the War of 1812. Mary likely was born in 
Elizabethtown, Kentucky and raised in Louisville. George and Mary are 
buried in Wolf cemetery at St. Francisville, Clark county, Missouri. 

George Haywood Jr. was an early settler in the far northeast corner 
of Missouri alongside the Des Moines River and near the junction of the 
Des Moines River with the Mississippi River. According to the History 
of Lewis, Clark, Knox and Scotland counties, Missouri ** George 
Haywood Jr. (also spelled Heywood) came to northeastern Missouri in 
1828-1829 with his wife, Mary Crane Bartlett, as well as the families of 
Jeremiah Wayland and Samuel Bartlett. The families were connected by 
marriage. Jeremiah Wayland had married Nancy J. Bartlett and Samuel 
Bartlett was Mary Crane Bartlett's brother. As noted, George Haywood 
was married to Mary Crane Bartlett. The three families had come from 
the Owensboro, Kentucky area to northeastern Missouri. An account in 
the History of Lewis, Clark, Knox and Scotland counties, Missouri of the 
families' journey from Kentucky to Missouri indicted that the widowed 
mother of the Bartlett sisters accompanied the families. 

In 1829 Jeremiah Wayland, George Haywood, and Samuel Bartlett 
(without their families-left in Palmyra, Missouri) traveled to the 
wilderness alongside the Des Moines River near what was to become 
Clark county, Missouri. At the time the wilderness was a part of Marion 
county, Missouri. The three men filed land claims. George filed three 
patents on 250 acres of land in 1829. It appeared that the families settled 
on their claims because in 1830, George's daughter Martha was born in 
Clark county, Missouri. Moving ahead almost nine years, by 1839 
George had filed claims on nine parcels of land for over 500 acres.* The 
US 1840 census indicated that the families of George Haywood, 
Jeremiah Wayland and Samuel Bartlett all lived near each other in Clark 
county. 


George was a farmer and the first postmaster in St. Francisville, 
Clark county. George was appointed postmaster in 1833 when Clark 
county was a part of Lewis county---just after Lewis county was formed 
from Marion county.*> Thus by 1836 when Clark county was formed 
from Lewis county, George was already the postmaster in St. 
Francisville in the 'new' Clark county, Missouri. 


Family of George and Mary 

George Haywood Jr. and Mary Crane Bartlett had eleven children 
including William Henry Haywood but it appeared in the historical 
record that only seven of the eleven children survived childhood. Four of 
George and Mary's children that survived to adulthood were born in 
Kentucky (William, Samuel, Robert, Francis) and the remainder in St. 
Francisville, Clark county, Missouri (Martha, Louisa and Albert). 


1. William Henry (1816-1887, see above). 


2. Samuel "Frederick" Haywood (1818-1864) joined William Henry in 
Clark county and filed a land claim for 40 acres on the 21st of October 
1835 according to General Land Office records. Samuel was a farmer 
and married Nancy Johnson (abt 1820-aft 1890). The couple had two 
children. Both children reached adulthood: Nancy J. Haywood (1850- 
1923) and Cortes A. Haywood (1856-1932).*6 


3. Robert Montgomery Haywood (1823-1903) married Mary M. 
Thompson (1834-1905). Robert and Mary Thompson were married in 
Clark county, Missouri on the 30th of October 1851 but by 1880 Robert 
and Mary had relocated to Ferndale, Humboldt county, California. 
Robert was a farmer. Nine children were born to this marriage and eight 
survived to adulthood: Frances Haywood (1852-1937); Walter Haywood 
(1855-1876); Mary O. Haywood (1858-1924); Mahala B. Haywood 
(1861-1935); James A. Haywood (1865-1907); Robert E. Haywood 
(1868-1941); Carrie L. Haywood (1871-1961); and George P. Haywood 
(1874-1932). 57 


4. Francis Marion Haywood (1827-unk) was a genealogy research 
mystery. He was born in Kentucky before the family migrated to 
Missouri. He lived with the family in Clark county until at least 1850 
when he was enumerated on the US 1850 census.*®> However, there was 
no record of a spouse or children. He does not appear on subsequent 
censuses with or near his relatives. Of note: Francis' brother Robert 
Montgomery Haywood named his first child, a daughter, born in 1852 
after ‘Frances Marion.' 


5. Martha Elizabeth (Mattie) Haywood (1830-1878) married Harmon 
Bukey Greathouse (1822-1889) in December of 1870 at her family home 


in Clark county, Missouri.*? Harmon was a farmer. The historical record 
indicated she was born in 1830 and was the first female child born in St. 
Francisville, Clark county, Missouri. She was about 40 years of age 
when she married Harmon and no subsequent children appeared in the 
historical record. Mattie's sister, Louis Jane, married Harmon's brother, 
John. Mattie Haywood lived eight years after her marriage to Harmon 
Greathouse. °! 


6. Louisa Jane Haywood (1833-1913) married Joseph Lewis Greathouse 
(1834-1910) on the 5th of September 1861 in Clark county, Missouri. 
Joseph was a farmer. Six children were born in the marriage and five 
lived to adulthood: John Albert Greathouse (1862-1943); Mary Susan 
Greathouse (1866-1893); Mattie E. Greathouse (1867-1939); Maggie J. 
Greathouse (1872-1935); and Jennie Jo Greathouse (1877-1964). © 


7. Albert L.E. (Al) Haywood (1841-1883) married Allianza (Allie) 
Means (1849-1890) on January 6th, 1869 in Clark county, Missouri.” 
Albert Haywood was a farmer. Five children were born in the marriage 
and all reached adulthood: Helen May Haywood (1873-1912); Laura 
Ellis Haywood (1873-1940); Ada Elizabeth Haywood (1876-1931); 
Cora Belle Haywood (1877-1927); and Henry Austin Haywood (1879- 
1959), 6566 


Slavery and George Haywood Jr. 

George Haywood Jr. was a slave owner or at least the "caretaker" 
of a female slave. Slaves were held in Missouri Territory before and then 
after Missouri statehood in 1821. Slavery was legalized in the Missouri 
Compromise of 1820. Slaves were held in all counties of Missouri and 
Clark county was not an exception. However, according to the History 
of Lewis, Clark, Knox and Scotland Counties Missouri it was less 
common in Clark county. Not surprisingly by 1850 the Fugitive Slave 
Act of 1850 had made the Missouri-Iowa border counties like Clark, hot 
beds of controversy. This was the case because the Fugitive Slave Act 
allowed anyone to go into Iowa, a free state, and capture runaway 
slaves---and it was a crime for anyone to aid runaway slaves. One route 
to freedom for runaway slaves led through Clark county and across the 
Des Moines river to the free state of Iowa and the helpful abolitionists. 

George Haywood Jr. owned or at least was the "caretaker" of one 
slave, a black female. What does "caretaker" mean? The historical 
recorded indicated the female slave was the "property" of his mother-in- 
law who likely lived in George's household. How did this happen? First, 
the will of Frederick Edwards (proved Kentucky 1813) included giving a 
9 year-old female slave to his daughter Elizabeth Edwards (hence one of 
the slave's surnames, EDWARDS). Second, Elizabeth married Frederick 
Bartlett and they were the parents of Mary Crane Bartlett. Finally, Mary 
Crane Bartlett married George Haywood Jr. The slave belonged to 
Mary's mother, Elizabeth (Edwards) Bartlett, not to Mary Crane and 
George Haywood. Somehow the female slave ended up on the 
household census of Mary Crane Bartlett and George Haywood 
beginning in 1810. A female slave was enumerated for George Haywood 
Jr. on the US 1810 census in Jefferson county, Kentucky and then on the 
US 1840 in Clark county, Missouri census.®”® Thus by 1840 George's 
mother-in-law, Elizabeth (Edwards) Bartlett (now a widow) was living 
with her daughter Mary Crane and George in Missouri---with the female 
slave. It appeared very likely that the female slave in the Edwards- 
Bartlett-Haywood families moved from Kentucky in about 1828 to 
Missouri as the servant of George Haywood's mother-in-law and lived in 
the household of Mary Crane Bartlett and George Haywood Jr. When 


the mother-in-law died in 1842, the slave stayed in the Haywood 
household and was enumerated on the US 1850 and US 1860 Federal 
slave censuses with George Haywood Jr. as the owner.” The slave's 
age on the US 1850 census was 40 and her age on the US 1860 census 
was 55. After the Civil War a female was enumerated on the US 1870 
census as a "black domestic servant" in the household of George's 
youngest son, Albert Haywood.”! Her name was listed as Caroline 
Taylor. Her age was 68. She could not read or write and was born in 
Kentucky. However, it is not clear if this was a separate household from 
George's because the Haywood families are listed adjacent to each other 
on the 1870 census. George Haywood Jr. died in 1874. By the US 1880 
census a "black female domestic servant" still appeared in Albert 
Haywood's family.” Her name was Calla Edwards and she was 80 years 
of age, also born in Kentucky. About the right age for Caroline Taylor. 
After the US 1880 census, the whereabouts of Calla Edwards/Caroline 
Taylor remained unknown. There was no record in genealogy and 
newspaper databases for either of the surnames in Clark county, 
Missouri. Of note, a Haywood cousin Jennie Trerise, was very helpful in 
providing clues about the life of Calla Edwards/Caroline Taylor and 
offered that the Freedman's Bureau marriage records indicated a 
marriage between Caroline Edwards and Jackson Taylor. But further 
research would be needed to document the woman's life before and after 
the Civil War (See additional discussion pp. 82-84). 


Family of Unknown Brown and unknown spouse 

William Francis' grandparents on his mother's side of the family 
are not known except for the surname Brown (a very common surname 
in the 1790 to 1850 US censuses). The family was probably from 
Strasburg, Shenandoah county, Virginia. In the US census records from 
1850 to 1880 Elizabeth Brown always claimed Virginia as her birth 
state--and her obituary in the Clark County Courier noted she was born 
in Virginia, Unfortunately, the historical record to date does not provide 
more clarity about the identity of Elizabeth Brown's paternal or maternal 
ancestors. 


Maternal 
Parents of Amanda Elizabeth Phillips 
Thomas Jefferson Phillips and Clarissa Mott 


Amanda Elizabeth's father was Thomas Jefferson Phillips 
(Philips). He was born in 1829 on the 23rd of November at Guernsey 
county, Ohio. He was a farmer and Union Civil War veteran. He died on 
the 14th of October 1911 at Wayland, Clark county, Missouri.” 

Amanda Elizabeth's mother was Clarissa Margaret Mott. She was 
born on the Ist day of May in 1833 at Troy, Lincoln county, Missouri. 
Clarissa died on the 24th of May 1911 in Clark county, Missouri.”4 
Clarissa married Thomas Jefferson Phillips on the 19th of October in 
1851 at Clark county, Missouri.” Thomas and Clarissa are buried in 
Frazee cemetery at Wayland, Clark county, Missouri. Of note, the 
Phillips and Mott families were neighbors in Lee county, lowa according 
to the US 1850 census. 


Family of Thomas Jefferson Phillips and Clarissa Mott 
Thomas Jefferson Phillips and Clarissa Mott had six children 
including Amanda Elizabeth Phillips and all survived childhood. 


1. William Wallace Phillips (1854-1905) was born in May of 1854 at 
Lee county, Iowa. He married Anna Palmer (1857-1944) on the 9th of 
October 1872 in Clark county, Missouri.”° William was a farmer. Three 
children were born in this marriage and all reached adulthood: Harry L. 
Phillips (1874-1939); Maude L. Phillips (1876-1969); and Herbert 
Phillips (1879-1955).77°78 


2. Robert A. Phillips (1856-1888) was born on the 16th of February 
1856 in Clark county, Missouri. He does not appear to have married and 
last appeared in the historical record on the US 1880 census. Robert 
farmed with his father. He died on the 22nd of September 1888 at 32 
years of age. A cemetery monument for Robert was located at Frazee

cemetery in Wayland, Clark county, Missouri. No spouse was indicated 
in the historical record.” 


3. Amanda Elizabeth Phillips (1859-1936, see above). 


4. Sarah Ann Phillips (1869-1942) was born on the 20th of May 1869 in 
Clark county, Missouri. She married William B. Ryland (1863-1935) on 
the 29th of February 1888 in Van Buren county, Iowa.®*! William was 
a construction laborer. The couple had nine children and all reached 
adulthood: Thurman Ryland (1889-1965); Monta Ryland (1891-1969); 
Thomas O. Ryland (1893-1960); Hugh H. Ryland (1895-1963); Robert 
E. Ryland (1898-abt 1924); Margaret C. Ryland (1902-1984); Paul P. 
Ryland (1905-1959); William C. Ryland (1908-1922); and George K. 
Ryland (1910-1941). 


5. Eliza Ellen Phillips (1871-1954) was born on the 4th of April 1871 in 
Clark county, Missouri. She married Leo Curtis Means (1863-1917) on 
the 4th of April 1888 in Clark county, Missouri.*? Leo was a farmer. 
Five children were born to the marriage and four survived to adulthood: 
Mittie Means (1889-1994); Vernon L. Means (1892-1952); Bessie C. 
Means (1894-1977); and Harry L. Means (1899-1968).54 


6. Mary Henriette (Etta) Phillips (1873-1934) was born on the 13th of 
August 1873 in Clark county, Missouri. She married Charles W. 
Gilhousen (1867-1929) on the 7th of June 1893 in Clark county, 
Missouri. They divorced in 1906.%° Charles was a photographer. Two 
children were born from the marriage and both children reached 
adulthood: Glenn Gilhousen (1894-1988); and Garnett May Gilhousen 
(1898-1995). After the divorce Mary married John H. Grimes (1884- 
1952) on the 9th of September 1909 in Clark county Missouri. No 
children from this marriage were apparent in the historical record.°°*” 


Grandparent families of Amanda Elizabeth Phillips 


John Doyle Phillips Sr. and Elizabeth Wirick 

Amanda Elizabeth Phillips' paternal grandfather was John Doyle 
Phillips Sr. (1800-1877) and her grandmother was Elizabeth Wirick 
(1801-1880: surname spellings vary).88 John and Elizabeth were born in 
Guernsey county, Ohio and both died in Union township, Putnam 
county, Missouri. John and Elizabeth appeared to have come west to Lee 
county, Iowa between 1830 and 1840. John was enumerated on the US 
1840 and 1850 censuses for Lee county. He remained in Lee county 
until at least May of 1854 when a son was born (William Wallace).®? 
Sometime after May 1854 and before 1860 it appeared that John and the 
family left Lee county, Iowa and moved further west to Putnam county 
since they were enumerated on the US 1860 census in Putnam county.” 
John was a farmer in both Iowa and Missouri. John and Elizabeth are 
buried in Putman county at Lupton Cemetery. 


Family of John Phillips and Elizabeth Wirick 

John Doyle Phillips Sr. and Elizabeth Wirick had seven children 
including Amanda's father, Thomas Jefferson Phillips. According to the 
historical record, it appeared that all the children reached adulthood. 


1. George W. Phillips (1824-1907) married Rachel Lupton (1831-1907) 
on the 23rd of December in 1847 at Lee county, Iowa.?! George was a 
farmer. Seven children were born from the marriage. Six children 
reached adulthood: Melissa A. Phillips (1849-1930); Emma Jane Phillips 
(1850-1927); Susan E. Phillips (1851-1920); Archibald Phillips (1856- 
1920); Joseph A. Phillips (1859-unk); and Margaret E. Phillips (1863- 
1950).°? George and Rachel are buried in Putnam county, Missouri.” 


2. John Doyle Phillips Jr. (1828-unk) married Lucinda Anderson (1835- 
unk) on the 3rd of July 1850 in Lee county, Iowa.”4 John was a farmer. 
In this marriage five children were born: Charles Phillips (1851-unk); 
Susan (1853-1916); John W. Phillips (1856-1930); James O. Phillips 
(1859-1927); and Emma Phillips (1863-bef 1890; Note: Emma married 


Benjamin Durfee 5 August 1883 in Lee county, Iowa. Benjamin 
remarried in 1890 suggesting Emma's death before 1890).”° 


3. Thomas Jefferson Phillips (1829-1911, see above). 


4. Susan Phillips (abt 1833-aft 1850) had no historical record after the 
US 1850 Lee county, Iowa census when she was 17 years of age.”® 


5. Joseph Albert Phillips (1836-aft 1900) had no historical record after 
the US 1900 census in Clark county, Missouri and that census indicated 
he was not married.”” Joseph was a farmer. There was no record of any 
marriages after the Civil War up thru the US 1900 census. He was a 
member of the Union Army, 3rd Iowa Cavalry in the Civil War and was 
a POW in Georgia.”® The date of his death was not apparent in the 
historical record but he was buried in Clark county, Missouri and a GAR 
tombstone marks the grave.” 


6. William Dunn Phillips (1838-1928) married Hulda Pierson (1841- 
1914) on the 22nd of September 1861 in Putnam County, Missouri.! 
William was a farmer. From the marriage eight children were born and 
five children reached adulthood: Thomas J. Phillips (1863-1950); Clark 
Phillips (1868-1952); Franklin Phillips (1874-1953); Johnson Phillips 
(1878-1965); and Monte Ruth Phillips (1882-1953).!9! 


7. Nancy Elizabeth Phillips (1840-1894) married James L. Thompson 
(1831-1929) on the 12th of November 1857 in Putnam county, 
Missouri.!°? James was a farmer and Union Army Civil War veteran. 
The couple had eight children that reach adulthood: Albert W. 
Thompson (1858-1935); Elizabeth Thompson (1860-1948); John E. 
Thompson (1863-1935); Sarah E. Thompson (1871-1948); Hugh T. 
Thompson (1874-1963); Fannie B. Thompson (1876-1961); Fred D. 
Thompson (1880-abt 1945); and Clyde H. Thompson (1882-1959).!% 


Robert Emmett Mott and Amanda Colgan 

Amanda Elizabeth Phillips' maternal grandfather was Robert 
Emmett Mott Sr. (1789-1847) and the grandmother was Amanda Colgan 
(1811-1878). Robert Emmett Mott was born in Dutchess county, New 
York.!°4 Robert was a soldier in the War of 1812 and discharged as a 
sergeant.!°5 Robert was a tanner by profession which could explain why 
he appeared as an agent for the American Fur Company in Keokuk, Lee 
county's "Rat Row" during the early 1830s.!°° By January 10th of 1840 
Territorial Governor Lucas had appointed Robert Emmett Mott to be 
Justice of the Peace for Lee county. He served six years (1840-1846). !07 
He died in 1847 most likely in Keokuk, Lee county Iowa and the probate 
was completed in 1848 at Lee county, Iowa.!% 

Amanda Colgan was born in 1811 at St. Charles county, Missouri. 
She died in Clark county, Missouri in 1878 and was buried in Wolf 
cemetery in St. Francisville, Clark county, Missouri across the Des 
Moines River from Lee county, Iowa.! Her father was Daniel Colgan 
Sr. He was a tanner just like Amanda's husband. Daniel was also a tailor 
with a specialization in animal-skin clothing (deerskin) which would 
seem to match his 'tanner' skills. Amanda's mother (Elizabeth Davis) 
was born in Kentucky. Daniel Colgan Sr. came to St. Charles county, 
Missouri in about 1808 with his second wife, Elizabeth Davis. Amanda 
was born three years later. 

The Robert Mott-Amanda Colgan marriage took place at Troy, 
Lincoln county, Missouri in 1825,'!° the likely location of Amanda's 
father's home at the time since he died in Lincoln county one year later. 
Robert Mott's family was on the US 1830 and 1840 censuses for Lincoln 
county, Missouri '!!. However, there was some confusion on the date 
and location of the family for the census year 1840. Robert Mott was on 
the 1840 US census for Lincoln county, Missouri but also appointed 
Justice of the Peace up-river in Lee county, Iowa in 1840. The records 
conflict and more research would be needed to clear up the confusion. 
As noted earlier, Robert Mott had worked at Keokuk in Lee county in 
the early 1830s. Robert remained Justice of the Peace in Lee county, 
Iowa until the year before his death. After Robert's death his wife and 
his family stayed in Lee county for the US 1850 and Iowa 1856 


censuses.!!? On the 1850 US census Amanda listed personal property 
valued at only $120. It was possible that her husband's surnamed 
relative, Henry Mott, was helping the family as a laborer since he also 
appeared on the US 1850 census with the family. Unfortunately, as 
correspondence between Amanda and probate lawyers indicated, she had 
very few resources for many years after her husband's death.!!3 After the 
Iowa 1856 census Amanda (Colgan) Mott moved across the Des Moines 
River and was enumerated on the US 1860 census and US 1870 census 
in Clark county, Missouri were she later died and was buried.!"4 


Family of Robert Emmett Mott and Amanda Colgan 

Robert Emmett Mott and Amanda Colgan had eight children 
including Clarissa Margaret Mott. According to the historical record, it 
appeared that all the children reached adulthood. 


1. Susan Gaines Mott (1826-1862) married Solon Winslow Lovell 
(1816-1868) on the 4th of December in 1843 at Lee county, Iowa.!* 
The couple had five children and all reached adulthood: Frank Lovell 
(1846-1871); Henry Solon Lovell (1849-1932); Charles Vriley Lovell 
(1853-1914): Frances Belle Lovell (1857-aft 1880); and Virginia Lovell 
(1860-1924). Solon was a merchant/farmer and about 1851 the family 
headed to northern California and settled in Placer county and are 
enumerated on the US 1860 census.!'° In California, Solon became a 
construction contractor. 


2. Eliza Jane Mott (1828-1913) married Oliver Perry Condon (1822-bef 
1900) on the 18th of January 1846 in Lee county, Iowa.'!” Oliver was a 
farmer. The family settled first in Monterey county, California according 
to the 1860 US census, perhaps following the migration of her older 
sister, Susan Gaines Mott. The couple had five children and it appeared 
that four children reached adulthood: Robert M. Condon (1857-1912); 
Osman S. Condon (1860-1913); Mary A. Condon (1866-1943); and 
Frank A. Condon (1869-1929).!!8 By the US 1900 census, Oliver Perry 
was deceased and Eliza lived with her daughter Mary and her husband in 
Napa county, California. She died in Oakland, California in 1913. 
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3. Ann Elizabeth Mott (1831-1895) married Harry P. Gray (1826-1897) 
on the 13th of June 1847 at Clark county, Missouri.!!? Harry was a 
farmer and veteran of the Union Army in the Civil War.!”° The historical 
record seemed to indicate that the couple had seven children of which 
five appeared to have reached adulthood: Martha A. Gray (1848-1882); 
Elmore C. Gray (1852-1912); William N. Gray (1854-1871); Susan W. 
Gray (1857-1884); and Robert E. Gray (1865-1934).!?! 


4. Clarissa Margaret Mott (1833-1911, see above). 


5. Robert Emmett Mott Jr. (1835-1919) married Rachel Garrett (1842- 
1925) on the 11th of March 1860 at Clark county, Missouri.!”? Robert 
was a farmer. The couple had eleven children of which ten reached 
adulthood: John E. Mott (1861-1934); Noah R. Mott (1863-1948); 
Amanda E. Mott (1867-1927); Mary Ann Mott (1869-1918); Sabriet 
Mott (1871-1955); William H. Mott (1874-1958); Charles H. Mott 
(1879-1929); Quartis W. Mott (1882-1966); Sarah R. Mott (1885-1953); 
and Rex G. Mott (1887-1957).!?3 


6. Henrietta (Ettie) Mott (1837-1904) married George P. Baker (1827- 
1914) on the Ist of July 1855 in Clark county, Missouri.!?4 George was a 
farmer. The marriage produced four children of which three children 
reached adulthood: George R. Baker (1857-1885); Amanda Elizabeth 
Baker (1863-1890); and Henry B. Baker (1867-1891). According to the 
obituary for George P. Baker, all of George and Ettie's children passed 
away before George's death in 1914.!?5 


7. William Gaines Mott (1842-1903) married Martha E. Tinsley (1847- 
1940) on the 24th of December 1872 at Clark county, Missouri. !?° 
William was a country doctor in eastern Ilinois and died of smallpox 
while treating smallpox patients.!2” He was a veteran of the Union Army 
in the Civil War.!?8 Three male children were born in the marriage and 
all reached adulthood: Hugh L. Mott (1874-1940); Sterling P. Mott 
(1879-1956); and Milan C. Mott (1882-1943).129 
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8. Henry Clay Mott (1845-1925) married Orpha Summers (1855-1952) 
on the 17th of August 1871 in Clark county, Missouri.'°° Henry started 
out as a farmer, then he and Orpha became boarding-house keepers and 
finally owned and operated a restaurant. They retired to Clark county, 
Missouri. From the marriage seven children were born and six reached 
adulthood: Ida M. Mott (1873-1955); Dora A. Mott (1875-1958); Eliza 
E. Mott (1879-1964); Robert O. Mott (1882-1963); Mary Milford 
(Mayme) Mott (1884-1966); and Lottie H. Mott (1887-1981).!3! 


A brief explanatory note on Amanda Elizabeth Colgan's father, 
Daniel Colgan Sr. and his role in early Missouri state history. The 
content of the note comes primarily from two sources: 

A history of the pioneer families of Missouri: Early days in Missouri by 
W.S. Bryan and R. Roses, 1876, St. Louis, Missouri (pp. 143-144); 
Colgan Pedigree by J.F. Kneisel (re: Mary Elizabeth Colgan Moore), 
1999, Marietta, Georgia (pp. 1-37, see FamilySearch.org at Title # 
2000425). 

Daniel Colgan Sr. was likely born in Mechlenburg, Frederick 
county, Colony of Virginia in the 1750s (now Shepherdstown, Jefferson 
county, West Virginia) and came to St. Charles county, Missouri in 
1806-7 with his second wife Elizabeth Davis. Daniel was a tanner/tailor 
that specialized in making pants and shirts from animal skins especially 
deer skins and he also appeared to have employed people to manufacture 
the clothing. His second wife, Elizabeth Davis, was likely from 
Bardstown, Nelson county, Kentucky. The couple had two daughters 
and Amanda Elizabeth Colgan was one of the daughters. 

Daniel's first wife was Ruth Burns. She died in Kentucky about 
1804. Daniel Colgan Sr. and Ruth Burns had at least four children. 
According to Chancery court records from Berkeley county, Virginia 
(1810) the children were: Daniel Colgan Jr.; Henry/Harvey Colgan; 
Robert Colgan; and Mary Colgan. 

As mentioned earlier in the note, by 1806-07 Daniel Colgan Sr. 
had settled in St. Charles county, Missouri likely because the location 
was near the forks of the Missouri, Mississippi and Illinois Rivers as 
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well as the town of St. Louis. Thus, the location was near river traffic 
that offered trappers, traders, settlers, and Native Americans for 
business. St. Charles county was officially formed in October of 1812. 
However, in August of the previous year Daniel Colgan was appointed 
Justice of the Peace and remained so until at least 1820. According to 
one account Daniel Colgan Sr.'s court was also his store and home. 
Daniel died at Troy, Lincoln county, Missouri in 1826. The executor of 
the estate was Daniel's son-in-law, Robert Emmett Mott. Interestingly, 
after Daniel's death, there was no mention of Daniel's children in the 
probate record. At the time of Daniel Colgan Sr.'s death it can be 
assumed that he and his second wife, Elizabeth (Davis) Colgan were 
living alongside or near their daughter, Amanda Elizabeth and her 
husband Robert Emmett Mott in Troy, Lincoln county, Missouri. By 
1830 Robert Emmett Mott and Amanda were still in Troy, Lincoln 
county and appeared on the US 1830 census along with a female 
enumerated as 50 under 60 years of age. This was likely Amanda's 
mother, Elizabeth (Davis) Colgan. It also appeared likely that Amanda's 
mother followed her daughter to Lee county, Iowa and was enumerated 
on the US 1840 census as a female between 60-70 years of age in the 
Robert Emmett Mott household. Unfortunately, the historical record 
ended in Lee county, Iowa. 

Also of historical note for Missouri state history, Daniel's three 
sons by his first marriage with Ruth Burns appeared to have gone west 
from St. Charles along the Missouri river to Cote sans Dessein township 
in Callaway county, Missouri. According to one newspaper account, 
they set up the first dry goods store in the township during 1817 with the 
help of their father. As would be expected, the store traded in animal 
skins with trappers, traders, settlers and Native Americans. The sons 
appeared to be Daniel Jr., Robert (Bob), and Harvey H. as per the 
newspaper account from the Callaway Gazette, 10 Nov 1883 under the 
title, 'recollection by T.J. Ferguson' from about 1817 in Callaway 
county, Missouri. One son, Daniel Colgan Jr., had a particularly 
noteworthy life. He was awarded the contract to build the first State of 
Missouri capital building in Jefferson City, Missouri and arranged for 
his brother-in-law, William H. Dunnica to build it. Daniel was married 
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to Mary Ann Dunnica. Daniel Colgan Jr. was buried in Jefferson City, 
Missouri. Less noteworthy, Harvey H. Colgan, appeared to have stayed 
in the Jefferson City area too, but there was no record of his involvement 
in the construction of the state capital. Further research would be needed 
to better understand the entire Daniel Colgan Sr. family in frontier 
Missouri state history.

The first white children born within the present limits of 
Clark County were John Weaver, Elizabeth Bartlett and Martha 
Heywood. The first death that occurred was that of the wife of 
Giles Sullivan in 1831, and the second was that of Mrs. Joseph 
Wayland. A coffin for the latter was made by Jeremiah Way- 
land out of the lamber of his wagon bed. In 1831 Dr. John E. 
Trabue settled on the south side of Honey Creek, where William 
Jenkins now lives, in Clay Township. He afterward built a 
horse mill at the same place, which was a great convenience to 
the early settlers, who had formerly been compelled to go to 
Palmyra, a distance of forty miles or over, to get their grinding 
done, About the same time Asa Wormington settled on the 
north side of Sugar Creek, where Mrs. Chapman now resides in 
Clay Township, and Henry Floyd on the bluffs about two miles 
north of the present village of Waterloo. The same year Col. 
Thomas C. Rutherford came from Tennessee with his family and 
several slaves, and settled two miles east of Waterloo. Other 
settlers of 1831 were John Condiff and Jeremiah Riley, from 
Kentucky; William Henshaw and Charlotte, his wife, and family: 
anda Mrs. Worthington, and an old man by the name of Webb, 
who settled on the bottom below St. Francisville, The winter 
of 1881-82 is still remembered as the season of the deep snows, 
by reason of which it was impossible for the pioneer settlers 
to reach the nearest grist-mill, then located at Palmyra, and in 
consequence of which they were compelled to live on hominy and 
pounded corn, venison and such other meats as they could procure 
by hunting. A Keokuk band of Indians encamped that winter 
in the Des Moines bottoms, and lost nearly all their horses. 

The great flood that followed in the spring of 1832, and the 
approaching trouble with the Indians checked immigration, 60 
that only a few settlers arrived in that year. Prominent among 
them was Hon. George K. Biggs, who settled on his farm in what 
is now Clay Township, and where he has ever since resided, and 
still resides with bis estimable wife, of whom further mention 
will be made. (See his biography elsewhere in this work. } Mr. 
Biggs informs the writer that to the best of his recollection the 
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settlers of the county, at the timo of his arrival, consisted of the 
following named parties, and were located as follows: Beginning 
on the line of the State Road, leading from Tully to St. Francis- 
ville, near the south line of the county, Uriah S. Gregory was 
residing on the farm now occupied by Judge John N. Boulware; 
and next to the north were Harvey and John Thompson on the 
farm where Ed. Connable now lives; and the next was Dr. 
Trabue on Honey Creek; and the next was his own humble cabin, 
where he now resides. The cabin, however, has disappeared, and 
a large and commodious brick residence has taken its place. 
Going northward his first neighbor was Asa Wormington, where 
Mrs. Chapman now resides; and the next was Stephen Heavington, 
three-fourths of a mile furgher north; and William W. Clifton, 
near the present Fox River Baptist Church, where James Ahern 
now lives; and John Montgomery, three-fourths of a mile cast of 
said church; and Giles Sullivan, near the same place; and Peter 
Hay, across the river from Montgomery's. Judge John Taylor 
was located about three-fourths of a mile north of the church, and 
William Henshaw, still a little farther to the north. Then came 
Fielding Wayland, who settled on the farm now occupied by Mr. 
Spurgeon, near Wayland Station. Going north from this point 
was William Bartlett, of whom mention has been made; and 
thence a little west was the cabin and home of Col. Rutherford. 
Then came Jeremiah Riley; then George Heywood on the farm, 
where the widow of his youngest son, Albert, now resides; then 
Samuel Bartlett; then Jacob Weaver, where the widow Brown now 
resides; then William Clark; and then Mr. Sackett, where St. 
Francisville now stands, and Jeremiah Wayland near thereto, aleo 
Mr. Webb and Peter Gillis. Then going up the river, “Gen- 
eral” Harrison was found at what is now Marysville, and Daniel 
McMullen at Sweet Home, where he had established an Indian 
trading post or store. 

This does not include all of the settlers of the county in 1832, 
but are all who are distinctly remembered by Mr. Biggs. There 
was at that date a cabin at the site of Alexandria, occupied by a 
man who kept a ferry across the Mississippi. In that year Will- 
iam Phelps, John Billings and Alexander Waggener—the latter 
being the grandfather of Ben. F. Waggener, the present clerk of 
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ton, settled near the mouth of the Des Moines. The territory of 
the county at that time belonged to Lewis County, and all that 
part of it lying in Townships 66 and 67 north, was designated 
Jefferson Township, and all lying south thereof, excepting that 
part lying in Township 63 north, was designated Des Moines 
Township. Elections were held in each of these townships in 
August, 1834, to elect a representative to the Legislature, and 
other officers. This was the first opportunity that the early set- 
tlers had of exercising their elective franchise. The names of 
voters at these elections, as shown by the poll books now on file 
in Lewis County, were as follows: In Jefferson Township—Wm. 
Bedell, James Boon, Thornton, Christopher, Robert and Daniel 
Wainscott. Lewis Wayland, Wm. Bedell, and Christopher and 
Robert Wainscott were the jadges, and Jeff. Jordan and Wn. 
Phelps, the clerks of said election. 

In Des Moines Township, J. Billings, W. Bartlett, S. Bart- 
lett, J. W. Crawford, 8. W. Cox, P. H. Clayton, O. Colley, W. 
Clark, H. Floyd, Umbleton 8. Gregory, P. Gillis, J. Gray, Geo. 
Heywood, P. Hay, A. Hay, C. L. Holcombe, 8. Heavington, K. 
Holcombe, A. Hobson, W. D. Henshaw, J. Cundiff, J. W. Le- 
wellen, R. Lewellen, R. Littleton, J. Montgomery, C. MeBrayer, 
J. D. Owen, J. Prestly, J. Riley, J. Smith, J. E. Trabue, J. 
Webb, G, Woodson, N. Whitaker, T. White, W. Wellman, J. 
Weaver, J. Wayland, T. C. Rutherford, A. Wormington and A. 
Rice. Jeremiah Wayland, Samuel Bartlett and Henry Floyd 
were the judges, and J. W. Crawford and William H. Heywood, 
clerks of the election. As a matter of course, all of these elect- 
ors were enrly settlers. In the fall of 1535 Joseph G. Wilson, 
Robert Wilson, John Price and Thomas Hanan emigrated 
together from near Russellville, in Kentucky, with their families 
and negro slaves, and settled near the present site of Luray. 
They came in four-horse wagons, and brought their household 
goods with them. They also drove a number of cattle with them. 
The Wilsons located near the Wilson bridge across the Wyn- 
conda, on the Kahoka and Fairmont Road. Jobn Price located 
in the forks of the North and South Wyacondas a short distance 
above their junction, and Thomas Hanan on the northwest quar- 
ter of Section 15, Town 65, Range 9. “ During 1836 settlements 
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were started near Fairmont by William Forshay, on the 
Gwynne farm; Daniel Weber, Micajah Weber and their father, 
Henry Weber, settled northeast of Fairmont, one and one-half 
to two miles, and Ezra Carefoot’s father built a cabin two miles 
east of Fairmont, soon after the Webers settled there, Carefoot 
and some of his slaves occupied it awhile, but he never brought 
his family from Virginia, though Ezra and George came after- 
ward. Judge McDaniel, Charles McDaniel, Josiah McDaniel, 
James Howard, his father and brothers, Isasc Stephenson, Sim- 
eon Conway, Stephen T. Thorp, Rev. John Martin and others 
settled in the vicinity of Chambersburg, about 1836 and 1837. 
William F. Northcraft settled about four miles northwest of

Judge Murdock Cooper, who is still living, was among the 
settlers of 1836, and Justice Ensign settled that year on the farm 
where his son, Oscar F. Ensign, now resides. John Smith, 
George Combs, Robert Q. Stark and William Daggs, all settled 
about the same time in the vicinity of Luray. William G. Wat- 
son, present county court clerk of Lewis County, settled at 
Waterloo in 1836; John Lapsley, Dr. W. O, Peake, John Dead-

that part of the county. Jeremiah Lewis settled about the year 
1834 on the farm where his sov-in-law, the Hon. Isaac N. Lewis, 
lived and died. Dr. Johnston, father of Gen. Albert Sidney 
Johnston, of Confederate fame, settled on the LaPorte farm, 
near Alexandria, among the early settlers, but remained only 


few years. 

In 1836 two postoffices existed in the territory of Clark 
County: one at St Francisville, and the other at Sweet 
George Heywood was postmaster at the former place, and M. 
Couchman at the latter. These were the first postoffices and 
postmasters within the limits of the county.

County before its permanent settlement began. The first perma- 
nent settlers were Jacob Weaver, his wife, Elizabeth, and their 
five children, who came from Kentucky and settled, in September, 
1829,on the Des Moines River, near the site of the present town 
of St. Francisville. “General” Harrison, a trapper and Indian 
interpreter and trader, had probably been up and down the Des 
Moines, before Weaver and his family settled, but from the best 
information obtainable, he did not become a permanent settler 
until shortly afterward, when he settled in Marysville, where he 
now resides in the feebleness of his advanced age. A man by the 
name of Sackett settled near the site of St. Francisville about the 
same time that Weaver and his family located. Jeremiah Way- 
land, George Heywood and Samuel Bartlett, all from-the same 
neighborhood in Kentucky, settled at or near the same place in 
November following, and began to improve the sites selected for 
their future homes. Their families were left behind, and did 
not join them until the following spring. Jeremiah Wayland built 
his cabin on the first bottom near the Des Moines, but the great 
flood of 1532 swept it away. He then built on the second bottom 
within the limits of the present site of St. Francisville, and lived 
there until his death, which occurred only recently. George Hey- 
wood settled by the bluff one mile from the river, and resided 
there until his death in 1876. Samuel Bartlett settled on the line 
of the bluff one mile from the river, on the lands now occu- 
pied by Orr and Bates. In the spring of 1830 Giles Sullivan 
settled two miles above St. Francisville, and William Bart- 
lett landed at the site of Keokuk, and was rowed up the Des 
Moines by Jeremiah Wayland, Samuel Bartlett and Peter Gillis, 
the latter being a single young man. William Bartlett settled 
about four miles south of the river, and near the present village 
of Wayland, where he resided until his death in 1877. In the 
same year, 1830), William Clark settled and raised a crop 
within the present limits of St. Francisville. His marriage with 
Elizabeth Payne, which took place at the house of Jeremiah 
Wayland, was the first wedding within the present limits of 
Clark County.

History of George Haywood Jr. and evidence of slave ownership or caretaker of 
Calla/Caroline Edwards/Taylor (Revised June 2021) 


According to the History of Lewis, Clark, Knox and Scotland counties, 
Missouri (Goodspeed Publishing, St Louis and Chicago, 1887) George Haywood 
Jr. came to Clark county with Jeremiah Wayland and Samuel Bartlett in 1829 and 
the trio were among the first settlers in the county. They settled near the Des 
Moines River in the area of St Francisville, Missouri. The three men were 
connected by family ties. By way of history, Jeremiah Wayland had married Nancy 
J. Bartlett, Samuel's sister. George Haywood had married Martha Crane Bartlett, 
also Samuel's sister. The three settlers and their families had all come from the 
Owensboro, Kentucky area to Missouri in about 1828. The Bartlett ladies were 
born in Elizabethtown, Kentucky and raised in Louisville, Kentucky. The widowed 
mother of the Bartlett folks, Elizabeth (Edwards) Bartlett, joined them on the 
journey most likely accompanied by a female slave given to her by her father 
(Frederick Edwards). 

In 1829 George, Jeremiah and Samuel (without their families, they remained 
south in Palmyra, Missouri) headed north and filed claims in the wilderness near 
what was to become St Francisville alongside the Des Moines River (just up- 
stream from the mouth of the Mississippi). At the time Clark county was not 
formed and was part of Marion county. In 1829 George filed three patents on 250 
acres of land in what was to become Clark county (see GLO records). It appeared 
that the three men and their families had settled on their claims in the St 
Francisville area by 1830. In 1835 George filed claim on 440 areas in seven 
parents and in 1839 filed one claim to 67 more. In all, George filed at least 11 
patents on about 650 acres of land near St Francisville by 1840 He appeared on the 
1840 US census in St. Francisville, Clark county. Also present on the 1840 US 
census in St Francisville area are Jeremiah Wayland and Samuel Bartlett. 

George was also the first postmaster in Clark county and had been a 
postmaster when St Francisville was in Lewis county. (Of note, Lewis county was 
formed from Marion county in 1833 and Clark was formed from Lewis county in 
1836.) This happened because George was appointed postmaster serving the St 
Francisville area in 1833 when Clark county was a part of Lewis county. In 1836 
Clark was formed from Lewis and George became the first postmaster in Clark 
county according to the History of Lewis, Clark, Know and Scotland counties, 
Missouri (p. 340). In addition, George's daughter Martha Haywood was one of the 
first white children born in Clark county, Missouri (1830). 
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Slavery and George Haywood Jr. 

Besides being an early pioneer, farmer and postmaster in Clark county, 
Missouri George Haywood Jr. was also a slave owner or at least a "caretaker" of a 
slave. Slaves were held in Missouri Territory before and then after Missouri 
statehood in 1821. Slavery was legalized in the Missouri Compromise of 1820. 
Slaves were held in all counties of Missouri and Clark county was not an 
exception. However, according to the History of Lewis, Clark, Knox and Scotland 
Counties Missouri it was less common in Clark county. Not surprisingly by 1850 
the Fugitive Slave Act of 1850 had made the Missouri-Iowa border counties like 
Clark, hot beds of controversy. This was the case because the Fugitive Slave Act 
allowed anyone to go into Iowa, a free state, and capture runaway slaves---and it 
was a crime for anyone to aid runaway slaves. One route to freedom for runaway 
slaves led through Clark county and across the Des Moines river to the free state of 
Iowa and the helpful abolitionists. 

George Haywood Jr. owned or at least was the "caretaker" of one slave, a 
black female. What does "caretaker" mean? The historical recorded indicated the 
female slave was the "property" of his mother-in-law who lived in George's 
household. How did this happen? First, the will of Frederick Edwards (proved 
1813) included giving a 9 year-old female slave to his daughter Elizabeth Edwards 
(hence the name EDWARDS for the slave). Second, Elizabeth married Frederick 
Bartlett and they were the parents of Mary Crane Bartlett. Finally, Mary Crane 
Bartlett married George Haywood Jr. The slave belonged to Mary's mother, 
Elizabeth (Edwards) Bartlett, not to Mary. Somehow the young female slave ended 
up in the household of Mary Crane Bartlett and George Haywood. A female slave 
was enumerated for George Haywood Jr. on the US 1810 census in Jefferson 
county, Kentucky. On the US 1840 census a female slave was also enumerated in 
the George Haywood Jr. family. According to historical records, George's mother- 
in-law (Elizabeth Bartlett Edwards-now a widow) had accompanied the family to 
Missouri. Thus, the female slave in the Edwards-Bartlett-Haywood families moved 
from Kentucky to Missouri likely as the servant of George Haywood's mother-in- 
law but lived in the household of George Haywood Jr. When the mother-in-law 
died in 1842, the slave stayed in the household and was enumerated on the US 
1850 and US 1860 Federal slave censuses with George Haywood Jr. as the owner. 
The slave's age on the US 1850 census was 40 and her age on the US 1860 census 
was 55. After the Civil War a female was enumerated on the US 1870 census as a 
"black domestic servant" in the household of George's youngest son, Albert 
Haywood. Her name was listed as Caroline Taylor. Her age was 68. She could not 
read or write and was born in Kentucky. However, it is not clear if this was a 
separate household from George's because the Haywood families are listed 
adjacent to each other on the 1870 census. George Haywood Jr. died in 1874. By 
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the US 1880 census a "black female domestic servant" still appeared in George's 
son Albert Haywood's family. Her name was Calla Edwards and she was 80 years 
of age, also born in Kentucky. About the right age for Caroline Taylor. After the 
US 1880 census, the whereabouts of Calla Edwards/Caroline Taylor remained 
unknown. There was no record in genealogy and newspaper databases for either of 
the surnames in Clark county, Missouri. Of note, in 2021 a Haywood cousin, 
Jennie Trerise, was very helpful in providing clues about the life of Calla 
Edwards/Caroline Taylor and offered that the Freedman's Bureau marriage records 
indicated a marriage between Caroline Edwards and Jackson Taylor. It was not 
known if this was the same Edwards in the Haywood households. Further research 
would be needed to document the woman's life before and after the Civil War.

Thos. Jefferson Phillips, died 
at his residence in Wayland, Mo., 
October 14, 1911, in the 83d year 
of his age.

WILLIAM COLGAN 
& MECHLENBURG, FREDERICK COUNTY, COLONY OF VIRGINIA 
FOUNDED IN 1762 


The first record of a Colgan in Mechlenburg, Frederick 
County, Colony of Virginia, at this writing, was the purchase 
of a % acre of land on 29 September 1765. This was identified 
as Lot #22 on German Street, Mechlenburg, purchased by William 
Colgan. He was married to Susannah (Susan), maiden name 
unknown, and they had two sons, Daniel Colgan and William 
Colgan.~ Their birth dates and places are unknown, however, 
Daniel was the oldest son, and William was later determined to 
have been born circa 1760. | 

William Colgan, Sr. and his wife, Susannah Colgan, sold 
the property, Lot #22 on German Street, on November 22, 1769, 
to William Brown, for 32 Lbs. of current money of Virginia. 
The sale was duly recorded in Frederick County, Virginia Deed 
Book 15, on page 102. 

Sons, Daniel Colgan and William Colgan, lived there 
together. After 1772, the area was called Mechlenburg, 

Berkeley County, Virginia. In 1777, William Colgan joined the 
Continental Service from Berkeley County, Virginia and served 
until his discharge on August 1, 1780 in Halifax, North 
Carolina. After his discharge, William returned to Berkeley 
County, Virginia where he married Eleanor Long, daughter of 
e William Long, circa 1781. Eleanor (Long) Colgan was Heir-at- 
Law to a grant of land to her father, William Long, by patent 
from the Hon. Thomas Lord Fairfax, dated 19 July 1760. The 
grant contained 210 acres in Mechlenburg, Frederick County. 

The 1782 tax list for Mechlenburg, Berkeley County, 
Virginia, lst Battalion List, Page 18, showed both William 
Colgan and Daniel Colgan in Column 2. 

The original land grant to William Long in Mechlenburg, 
Frederick County, Virginia was now in 1783 called Mechlenburg, 
Berkeley County, Virginia. The later deeds of sale as 
recorded are now in the Martinsburg Courthouse, Berkeley 
County, West Virginia, Deed Book #6, B&S (Bought and Settled), 
on the following pages and dates: 


1. Page 121, April 17, 1783 - 16 Acres, to Frederick Stip. 

2. Page 179, Sept. 17, 1783 - 30% Acres, to Michael McKewn. 

3. Page 247, April 21, 1784 - 160 Acres, to Nicholas Roush. 
Total - 206% Acres 


These land sales were to three different purchasers, and 
were all signed by both William Colgan and his wife, Eleanor 
{Long) Colgan. These were the last documents recorded in 
Berkeley County for William and Eleanor (Long) Colgan. 
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William Colgin (Colgan) was issued Land Office Military 
Warrant, No. 4332, dated the 12th Day of November 1787, as recorded 
above. He was a son of William and Susannah Colgan, of Mechlenburg, 
Frederick County, Colony of Virginia; and joined the Continental 
Service in 1777, from Berkeley County, Colony of Virginia, formally 

. Frederick County. 

William Colgan (Colgin), Jr. served until his discharge on 
August 1, 1780 in Halifax, North Carolina, after which he returned 
home to Berkeley County. 17 
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The Colgan’s evidently left Berkeley County, Virginia 
between 1788 and 1797 for Kentucky. Brother, Daniel Colgan, 
was listed on the Jefferson County, Kentucky Tax List dated 
1789. Shelby County, Kentucky was formed from Jefferson 
County in 1792. Both Daniel Colgan and William Colgan were 
listed in the Shelby County, Kentucky Census of 1800. This 
was the Second Census of Kentucky, dated August 7, 1800, and 
the brothers were listed on page 58. 

Susannah Colgan, daughter of Daniel and Ruth (Burns) 
Colgan, married Edward Ford, on October 31, 1802, in Shelby 
County, Kentucky. 

William and Eleanor (Long) Colgan had six children. The 
first four children were born in Berkeley County, Virginia, 
and the last two were born in Shelby County, Kentucky. 

William Colgan and his wife, Eleanor (Long) Colgan, along 
with their two youngest children, left Shelby County, 
Kentucky, and went to Mad River Township, Champaign County, 
Ohio. William had applied for a pension at age 58, in 1818, 
from Mad River TWP, Ohio for his service in the Revolutionary 
War. He was later granted a pension of $8.00 per month. His 

: wife was listed at age 58, in bad health, also a daughter 18 
& years old, and a son 14 years old. His pension was granted 
under reference number S42652. 

The Census, Champaign County, Ohio for 1820, listed William 
Colgan and his wife as both over age 45, one white female 16- 
25 years old, and 1 male 10-15 years old. Wife, Eleanor 
(Long) Colgan must have died there in Mad River TWP, after the 
1820 Census, as she was not listed in the 1830 Census, by age 
for White Females, under the listing for William Colgan. 

William Colgan left Mad River TWP, Champaign County, Ohio 
after the 1830 Census was taken there, and went to Springfield 
TWP, Williams County, Ohio. He wrote his will dated 25 
January 1837, Springfield TWP, Williams County, Ohio; and, he 
died there on Neyembex14, 1837 at 77 years of age. His will 
listed the following children as heirs to his estate: 


Eldest Son: William Colgan [married Nancy Hatton 1808] 
Eldest Daughter: Hannah (Colgan) widow of John Hamilton 
Second Daughter: Susannah (Colgan) Ford 

Third Daughter: Eleanor (Colgan) Heatton 

Fourth Daughter: Mary (Colgan) Major 

Second Son: Daniel Colgan [married Christiana Heller 1830] 
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William Colgan 


Circa 1760 - November 14, 1837 


William Colgan served in the Continental Line during the 
Revolutionary War from August 1, 1777 to August 1, 1780. He 
enlisted from his home in Mechlenburg, Berkeley County, Colony 
of Virginia, and was discharged in Halifax, North Carolina. 


About 38 years later, William Colgan lived with his wife, 
Eleanor (Long) Colgan, and their two youngest children, in Mad 
River Township, Champaign County, Ohio. On May 20, 1818, he 
applied for a Revolutionary Pension from Champaign County, 
Ohio. The original Pension Act authorized in 1789 by the 
first session of the first Congress of the United States was 
later expanded in 1818. William was now qualified for a war 
pension based on his war service record. His application was 
numbered $.42652, and his pension Certificate number 8752, was 
issued on April 1, 1819. He was therefore then placed on the 
Ohio State Pension Roll at $8.00 per month from May 20, 1818. 


The above information was duly recorded in the “Virginia 
Revolutionary Pension Applications”, Volume Twenty-One, 
abstracted and compiled by John Frederick Dorman, Washington, 
D.C., dated 1975. BR photo copy of William Colgan’s 
application , as shown in the above book on pages 23 and 24, 
is as follows:

COLGAN, William: S.42652. 

20 May 1818. Champaign Co., Ohio. William Colgan declares 
he was a private for three years. He enlisted 1 Aug. 1777 
for three years in Capt. Cad W. Jones' light dragoon company 
near Martinsburg, Berkeley Co., Va., in the 3rd Regiment of 
Light Dragoons. The regiment was commonly called Gen. 
Washington's life guard and was commanded by Col. George 
Baily or Baylor. He served until Col. Baylor was taken 
prisoner by the British at Tappan, N.J., and he was taken 
Prisoner at tne same time and place. Col. Baylor was sent by 
the British guard to New York City and confined in the Sugar 
House for one month only.

20 May 1818. Champaign Co., Ohio. William Weaver declares 
he was acquainted with William Cclgan at the time of his enlist- 
ment. He resided in the same house with him in Berkeley Co., 
Va. Colgan entered service in 1777 for three years. He 
resided with Daniel Colgan, a brother of William. He frequently 
heard Daniel Colgan read letters he received from his brother 
William. 

24 Aug. 1820. Champaign Co., Ohio. William (X) Colgan of 
said county, eged 59, declares he served in Col. Washington's 
regiment, the 3rd Regiment of Dragoons in the Virginia line, 
in the company of Cadwalader Jones. 

He is a reed maker but by reason of his remote situation | 
he has not followed it for many years and has labored as a | 
husbandman. His family consists of his wife, aged 58, who is 
feeble and scarcely abie to do things about the house, a 
daughter aged 18 and a son aged 14. 

& He owns one mare and colt, three small young cattle | 
bought on credit, one sow and nine pigs, one table, four chairs, 
cupboard and furniture, grain growing on six acres cf rented 
land of which he is to give one third for rent. He owes $80. 

Willm. Colgan of Champaign Co., Ohio, Gragcon in the regi-~- 

Me ment of Col. Baylor in the Virginia line for three years, was 
placed on the Ohio pension roll at $8 per month from 20 May 
oe under the Act of 1818. Certificate 8752 was issued 1 April 
1819. 

He died 4 Nov. 1837. 
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& William Colgan, the eldest son of William and Eleanor 
(Long) Colgan, was born in Berkeley County, Virginia, circa 
1782. His father and his Uncle Daniel were both in Shelby 
County, Kentucky in 1800. Eight years later, on March 10, 
1808, William married Nancy Hatton, in Greenup County, 
Kentucky. 

Daniel Colgan, the youngest son of William and Eleanor 
(Long) Colgan, was born circa 1804, in Shelby County, 
Kentucky. He went with his parents and sister, Mary, up to 
Mad River TWP, Champaign County, Ohio in 1818. 

Marriage Records of Champaign County, Ohio, in Book C, 
1829-1840, page 14, showed that Daniel Colgan married 
Christiana Heller on January 4, 1830 in Mad River TWP, Ohio by 
Jesse Goddard, M.G. 

Daniel Colgan and his wife, Christiana (Heller) Colgan, 
evidently left Mad River TWP, Ohio, and went to Springfield 
TWP, Williams County, Ohio in the early 1830's. His father, 
William Colgan, must have gone there about the same time, as 
his Will was made in Springfield TWP, in January, 1837, and he 
died there in November, 1837. The 1840 Census for Springfield 
TWP, Williams County, Ohio on page 239, listed Daniel Colgan 
as head of the household, with his wife, Christiana, and four 
young children, by age bracket. 

The next Census for District 152, Springfield TWP, 

ie Williams County, Ohio was dated September 24, 1850. This was 
the first United States Census to show all members of a 
household by name, sex, age, occupation, and State where born. 
Daniel Colgan’s family was therefore completely listed. The 
Census takers sometimes spelled his name as “Colgan” and 
sometimes as “Colgin”. Both spellings showed up many times in 
the various counties lived in by these Colgan family members 
in Virginia, Kentucky and Ohio. | 

The Census for District 152, Springfield TWP, Williams | 


County, Ohio, dated September 24, 1850, was shown as follows, 
on Page 205, for Daniel Colgan:

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& WILLIAM BURNS 
APRIL 25, 1718 - DECEMBER 31, 1806 


William Burns was born April 25, 1718 near Edinburgh, 
Scotland. He fled to America in 1736 to escape the terrible 
riots in Edinburgh caused by trade restrictions. William was 
about 18 years old when he sailed from Edinburgh’s Port Leith 
and arrived in Trenton, New Jersey. He traveled the Great 
Waggon Road to Philadelphia, then down to Fredericktown, 
Colony of Maryland. 

William Burns later met Joanna Van Metre, the daughter of 
Johannes and Rebecca (Powelson) Van Metre, born circa 1732, in 
Prince George’s County, Maryland. They were married circa 1752 
in Prince George’s County. William and Joanna (Van Metre) 
Burns went to Mechlenburg, Frederick County, Colony of 
Virginia where he obtained a land grant by patent from Thomas 
Lord Fairfax. This homestead originally contained 350 acres of 
land, and was on the West side of Opequon Creek, Frederick 
County, Colony of Virginia. 

Between the years 1753 and 1773, William and Joanna had 
eleven children, 4-sons and 7-daughters, as follows: sons 
William Burns, Jr., George Burns, John Burns, Robert Burns; 
daughters Elizabeth Burns, Mary Burns, Rebecca Burns, Isabella 

& Burns, Ruth Burns, Margaret Burns, and Hanna Burns. Daughter, 
Ruth Burns, married Daniel Colgan, son of William and Susannah 
Colgan, of Mechlenburg, Frederick County, Colony of Virginia. 

Joanna (Van Metre) Burns died on August 21, 1801 at 69 
years of age, and she was buried in a descendant’s homestead 
near Kearneysville, Berkeley County, in 1801, was now 
Jefferson County, West Virginia. Her husband, William Burns, 
wrote his Will, dated 29th January 1803, which was recorded in 
Will Book 4, page 123, Martinsburg, Berkeley County, West 
Virginia. William died on December 31, 1806, in his 88th year, 
and was buried next to his wife, Joanna, on the farm near 
Kearneysville. Both graves were marked by Sandstone 
tombstones, inscribed as follows:

William Colgan and his wife, Susannah (Susan) Colgan 
lived at #22 German Street, Mechlenburg, Frederick County, 
Colony of Virginia, after 29 September 1765. They had two 
known sons also living there. Their oldest son was Daniel, 
whose birth date and place of birth is unknown at this 
writing. Daniels’ brother, William, was later determined to 
have been born circa 1760. These two brothers lived together 
prior to William enlisting in the Berkeley County Continental 
Service in 1777. Mechlenburg, was known after 1772, as being 
in Berkeley County, Virginia. 

“The American Muleum”, Copyright 1970, by Max W. Grove, 
showed a Reconstructed Tax List 1774-1810, for Berkeley 
County, Virginia. There were three Colgans named, however 
their family relationships were not listed. The first listing 
was from Berkeley County Tax List 1782, 1st Battalion List, 


page 18, showing William Colgan and Daniel Colgan. The 
e Berkeley County Tithable List 1783, List No. 3, page 33, named 
William Colgan, 1 - White Tithable, 0 - Slaves, 2 - Horses, 2 


- Cattle for which he was taxed 0 - Pounds, 14 - Shillings, 6 
- Pence. List No. 4, page 34, named John Colgan, 1 - White 
Tithable, 0 - Slaves, 9 - Horses, 16 - Cattle for which he was 
taxed 1 - Pound, 12 - Shillings, 0 - Pence. Four years later, 
the 1787 Census of Virginia, Berkéley County, Taxable Property 
List “A”, page 1401, named Colgan, Daniel as Self, 8 - Horses, 
7 - Cattle. Daniel was also charged with tax for a Richard 
Gammon and a Law. Mony (who was later determined to be 
Lawrence Mooney). Why Daniel Colgan was responsible for the 
tax of these two men is unknown. 

An entry in the Virginia Northern Neck Land Grants 1775- 
1800, Vol.III, Book S, 1780-1788, page 397 noted that “Robert 
Stevens, assignee of Daniel Colgan, heir-at-law to William 
Colgan, deceased, 164 es (6 April 1769) in Frederick 
County, adjoining Israel Fulsom, Edward Beeson on North 
Mountain in drains of Potomack and Back Creek, the Buffalo 
Gap, dated 28 April 1788". This recording verified that 
Daniel Colgan was the eldest son of William Colgan, deceased, 
and that he was still living in Berkejey County, Vag 
J378§. Daniel Colgan was married to Ruth Burns, daughter of 

ee William and Joanna (Van Metre) Burns, in Virginia. The date 
and place of their marriage is unknown.

The Officer who wrote this certificate is unknown, 
and it was recorded as shown on a page from a small 
lined scratch pad, folded in the middle. 
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William Colgan and his wife, Susannah (Susan) Colgan and their 
two sons, Daniel and William, Jr. were living in Mechlenburg, 
Fredrick County, Colony of Virginia in 1765. The Burns and Van 
Metre families were also land owners in Mechlenburg at that time. 
More than likely Daniel Colgan and Ruth Burns were married there, 
circa 1772, after this area of Berkeley County was formed from 
Frederick County. Their children were evidently born in Virginia 
prior to moving down to Kentucky in 1788. The known children of 
Daniel and Ruth (Burns) Colgan were as follows:

The above named children remained undocumented until 1810 when 
a Chancery Court, dated May 1810, held in Berkeley County, 
Virginia, was printed in the “Martinsburgh Virginia Gazette” on 
June 8, 1810. The Plaintiff of the Suit was Samuel Roberts against 
the Defendants, who were listed individually by name. The 
defendants were all heirs of the estate of William Burns, deceased, 
the father of Ruth Burns, deceased, wife of Daniel Colgan. 


Ruth (Burns) Colgan’s son, shown in the newspaper as “Harvey” 
Colgan, was actually Henry Colgan. The error was probably due to 
the early script writing of the name being misread by the newspaper 
reporter preparing the article. Henry Colgan married Susanna Gooch 
in Shelbyville, Shelby County, Kentucky on October 3, 1801. The 
marriage was recorded in Shelby County Marriage Book #1, on page 5. 
His sister, Susanna Colgan, married Edward Ford on October 31, 
1802, in Shelbyville, Kentucky, and her marriage was recorded in 
Shelby County, Kentucky Deed Book G-1, on page 24. The newspaper 
reporter also left blank the first name of “Edward” Ford as the 
husband of Susanna Colgan, deceased. According to the Martinsburg, 
West Virginia Court Clerk in charge of old Court Records, all 
information about the Berkeley County Court Suit of Samuel Roberts, 
Plaintiff, against the defendants, heirs of William Burns, 
deceased, held in the May Court of 1810, had either been lost or 
destroyed by the Union Army during the Civil War. The article as 
printed in the “Martinsburgh Virginia Gazette” is a written source 
of names of the decedents of William Burns, deceased. The five 
listed Grandchildren , the children of daughter, Ruth (Burns) 
Colgan, were born in Virginia, prior to their departure in 1788 to 
Jefferson County, Kentucky. Her husband, Daniel Colgan (Colgin), 
purchased 500 acres of land in Jefferson County, Kentucky, on 
July 1, 1789. Shelby County, Kentucky, was formed from 
Jefferson County in 1792, and this Colgan family, was living in 
Shelbyville, Shelby County, Kentucky on that date. 
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& Ruth (Burns) Colgan was deceased prior to December 23, 1804, 
as her husband married his second wife, Elizabeth Davis on that 
date.

e Early Kentucky tax records listed Daniel Colgin (Colgan) 
living in Jefferson County, Kentucky in 1789. He purchased 500 
acres of land in Jefferson County, Kentucky, Clear Creek 
Watercourse, on July 1, 1789 from Will Shannon, by Deed duly | 
recorded. Shelby County, Kentucky was formed from Jefferson 
County in 1792, with Shelbyville the County Seat. Therefore 
Daniel and his wife Ruth (Burns) Colgan were now living in 
Shelbyville, Shelby County, Kentucky. On September 17, 1794 
they sold Lot #28, in the town of Shelbyville, to Basel Noel, 
and the sale was recorded in Shelby County Deed Book A-1, page 
153; 

Shelby County Tax Lists 1792-1806, showed that Daniel 
Colgan continued to acquire additional acreage in Shelby County, 
on Roberts Run Watercourse. He further acquired 33 lots in the 
South District Shelbyville in 1799. These Tax Lists for Shelby 
County, dated 1802, also listed both Daniel Colgan and Henry | 
Colgan. Henry Colgan had married Susannah Gooch, daughter of 
Thomas and Lucy (Grubbs) Gooch, in Shelbyville, Kentucky, on 
October 3, 1801. Further, Susannah Colgan, a sister of brother 
Henry Colgan, married Edward Ford, on October 31, 1802 Shelby 
County, Kentucky, and Henry was her security. 

Nelson County, Kentucky was formed from Jefferson County in 

& 1785, with Bardstown, Kentucky the County Seat. Daniel Colgan 
married his second wife, Elizabeth Davis, on December 23, 1804 
in Nelson County, Kentucky, by Rev. James McQuan. The marriage 
was recorded on page 32 of Nelson County, Kentucky Marriages, 
Bonds, Consents, and Ministers’ Returns 1801-1816. 

Daniel Colgan and his second wife, Elizabeth (Davis) 
Colgan, sold the 500 acres of land in Shelby County, Kentucky on 
April 26, 1806. This was the same parcel of land purchased by 
Daniel in 1789 in Jefferson County, prior to the formation of 
Shelby County. 

Ruth (Burns) Colgan, Daniels first wife, probably died in 
Shelby County, Kentucky between September 17, 1794, the last 
recorded date of their land sale, and December 23, 1804, the 
date of his second marriage to Elizabeth Davis in Nelson County, 
Kentucky. 

Daniel and his second wife, Elizabeth (Davis) Colgan 
left Shelby County, Kentucky circa 1806, and went to St. 
Charles County, Missouri Territory. He later moved to St. 
Charles Township, St. Charles County, Missouri where he opened 
a tailor’s shop. Daniel Colgan was the first tailor in 
Shelbyville, Kentucky, dressing deer skins and making them

Chapter XI, titled “First in Professions, Business and Trades”, 


pages 249-250, is quoted as follows: “Daniel Colgan, who 
e settled the farm, now owned by the Tevis Family, was the first 
tailor. He employed five or six hands in dressing deer skins 


which he manufactured into hunting shirts and Pantaloons, short | 
pants with knee buckles, which cost about $5.00". 

Another book, “A History of the Pioneer Families of 
Missouri”, by William S. Bryan and Robert Rose, on page 143, of 
‘the St. Charles County Chapter, gave a thumbnail sketch of 
Daniel “Colgin’s” (Colgan) activities in St. Charles from 1806. 
Recorded data on early settlers in the Missouri Territory was 
very limited, and the above book brings out individual family 
activities that would otherwise remain unknown. Photo copies of 
the above book, concerning Daniel follow. . 

Daniel Colgan, Sr. was appointed Justice of Peace, St. 
Charles Township, Missouri on August 31, 1811 by the then 
Governor of the Louisiana Territory. This date conflicts with 
the date quoted in the chapter of St. Charles County on page 
143, but it tends to verify that the appointment actually took 
place. The same chapter, page 144, stated that *Colgin’s” wife 
was a native of Kentucky, and his daughters said to be the 
prettiest girls in St. Charles. These daughters must have been 
by Daniel Colgan’s first wife, Ruth (Burns) Colgan. Daniel 
married his second wife, Elizabeth (Davis) Colgan, in 
Shelbyville, Kentucky in 1804; therefore, their children, if 
any, in 1814 would be all less than 10 years of age.

These tax list abstracts indicate that Daniel Colgan was

that they let the bear alone. Colgin’s wife was a native of Ken- 
tucky, and his daughters were said to be the prettiest girls in St. 
Charles. 

Craic.—Rev. James Craig married a daughter of Col. Nathan 
Boone. He was a Hard-Shell Baptist preacher, and preached 
and taught school in St. Charles for several years. He baptized, 

* by immersion, in the Missouri river, the first person that ever 
received Protestant baptism in St. Charles. The candidate was 
a colored woman named Susan Morrison. Daniel Colgin assisted 
Mr. Craig to perform the ceremony, by.wading out into the river 
and measuring the depth of the water with his cane, singing as 
he went— 

‘sWe are going down the river Jordan, 
_ As our Saviour went before.” 

Revs. John M. Peck and Timothy Flint were present, and 
joined in the singing. 

Cuxisry.—William Christy, Sr., and William Christy, Jr., were 
cousins, and natives of Pittsburgh, Pa. In 1800 the elder settled 
in St. Louis, where he opened a hotel and made a fortune. The 
younger was quartermaster for the troops at Bellefontaine during 

the war of 1812, and after the return of peace, he settled in St. 

a Charles, and went into the mercantile business, which he followed 

for two years. He then went into politics, and was at different 
times clerk of the County and Circuit Courts. He was also Re- 
ceiver and County Treasurer, and Clerk of the Supreme Court. 
He married Constance St. Cyr, of St. Charles, and they had nine 
children—William M., Ellen, Leville, Martha T., Israel R.. Mary 
A., Eliza, Louisa, and Clarissa. .Mrs. Christy was well educated, 
and did a great deal of writing for her husband. They also kept 
boarders while the Legislature sat in St. Charles, and had so 
much patronage that they were compelled to hire beds from their 
country friends for the accommodazion of their guests. They . 
paid 25 cents a week for the beds. #Mr. Christy had an apple tree 
in his yard that bore 40 bushels of apples one summer, and his 
son, William M., who was a. little fellow at the time, sold them 
on the street, and to the members of the Legislature, at 25 cents 
per dozen, thus reaping a handsome income from the one apple 
tree. William M. Christy is still living in St. Charles. He 
served as sheriff and deputy sheriff of the county for sixteen 
years, and organized the first express company in St. Charles. 
He acted as express agent for ten years. 

CHarLeswortH. — Walter Charlesworth, of England, being 
captivated by the glowing tales of life in the New World, ran 
away from his parents at the age of eighteen years, and came to 
America. He remained a while at Wheeling. Va., and then went 

& to St. Charlesville in Ohio, where he engaged in shipping pork to 

New Orleans and the West India Islands. He married Mary A. 
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ae St. Charles County, Missouri, Deed Book H, page 132, stated that Daniel Colgan and his 
wife, Elizabeth, of Lincoln County, Missouri, sold land to George Collier, on 12 November, 1825, 
for $325.00 money of the United States of America. This tract of land was originally purchased by 
Daniel Colgan in St. Charles County prior to the formation of Lincoln County from St. Charles 
County in 1818. This was the latest Deed record of land sales in Missouri by Daniel Colgan and his 
second wife, Elizabeth (Davis) Colgan, of Shelbyville, Kentucky. 

A later book, published in 1885, “History of St. Charles, Montgomery and Warren Counties, 
Missouri”, is on file in the Virginia State Library, Richmond, Virginia. A chapter titled “History of 
St. Charles County” on page 121, gives a short sketch of eccentric activities of Daniel Colgan 
(Colgin) in performance of his duties as Justice of the Peace. The article referred to him as “old 
Squire Colgin”. Photo copies made from the original book are included hereafter, and include the 
books front sheet and page 121, as printed by the St. Louis National Historical Company.
